Cervera has taken his ships to Santiago, and here 


the two American squadrons will give it battle tomorrow or 
Sunday at the latest. Sampson is within a few hours' sail of 
the Spaniards; Schley nan easily reach the spot tomorrow 
and there can be no escape from a fight. 
The Spaniards are 


undoubtedly receiving fresh supplies of coal and provisions, 
but these will avail them little. In o.-der to obtain these they 
have put themselves where they cannot retreat, but must 
fight. Perhaps this is what Cervera wants. Everything goes 
to show that he has supreme confidence in his own ability and 
in the invulnerability of his fleet, but there is much to indi- 
cate that he underestimates the lorce he will have to encoun- 
ter. . Sampson's squadron alone is vastly superior to 'Cer- 
vera's. 
With Schley's fleet co operating the Spaniards will 


be at a great disadvantage.
